MOSCOW, Aug. 4.—(#)—There 
was a widespread belief today that 
the soviet polar plane would take off 
within a few days on a second at- 
tempt to fly non-stop to San Fran- 
cisco. 

No information about plans was 
given out.

Flue Cured Tobacco Growers 
To Get Plan for 1936 
to 1939. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Ang. 4— 
The Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration announced that growers of 
flue-cured tobacco will be offered an 
adjustment program, covering the 
crop years 1936 to 1939, inclusive, | 
which is in effect a continuation of 
the program in force for the crop 
years 1934 and 1935. 


As a result of adjustment of acre- 
age and production in 1934 and 1935, 
surplus stocks which depressed prices 
have been removed. J. B. Hutson, 
director of the division of tobacco, 
sugar, rice and peanuts, said, how- 
ever, that indications were that with- 
out an adjustment program produe- 
tion of flue-cured tobacco in 1936 
would be out of balance with con- 
sumption to such an extent that 
prices would decline below parity 
price or fair exchange value. 


Many Favored Plan 
Ninety-eight per cent of the growers 
who voted in the flue-cured tobacco 
referendum held in June, 1935, voted 
in favor of a program having the 
provisions incorporated in the new 
contract. Approximately 84 per cent 
of all tobacco growers, including 
landowners, tenants and share-crop- 
pers, cast votes in the referendum. 
The program for the 1936-1939 
period will carry forward acreage and 
prodyction bases already established 
with such downward and upward ad- 
justments as will result in more equi- 
table bases; provide for one adjust- 
ment payment at the end of each 
contract year; and set a limit of 35 
per cent on the acreage and produc- 
tion reduction which may be required 
in any one year. 

The new contracts will be signed 
by persons who are operating farms 
as owners or cash or standing rent 
tenants. In case a landlord does not 
supervise operation of his farm and 
the entire farm is operated by one 
share-tenant or share-cropper, either 
the landlord or his tenant or share- 
cropper may sign the contract. 

The contract provides for a pay- 
ment which will give growers a re- 
turn “NOT less than the difference 
between the average farm price and 
the average parity price for that por- 
tion of the crop which is equal to 
domestic consumption. 

In other words, the payment will be 
of such an amount as will make up 
any difference between actual farm 
price received and parity price on 
the domestic portion of the crop. A 
little over 40 per cent of the flue-cured 
crop is domestically consumed. The 
rate of the adjustment payment for 
each year will be determined after 
sale of the crop. 

In discussing the new program. 
Mr. Hutson said: The provisions of 
the new contract have been discussed 
at length with tobacco growers, rep- 
resentatives of the extension service 
in the various states and numerous 
other interested persons. We be- 
lieve that the provisions represent 
the views of the tobacco growers to 
the fullest possible extent. Growers

In accordance with requests made 
by tobacco growers, new contract 
forms will be available at county of- 
fices in each of- the flue-cured belts. 
Notice of acceptance of contracts 
signed by growers must be given hy 
the secretary of agriculture not later 
than February 1, 1936, in order to 
be effective for that year. 

Could Select Years 

In the regular 1934-1935 contract, 
growers were permitted to establish 
base acreage and production for their 
contracts from production in any one 
or any combination of the years 1931, 
1932, and 1933. The 1935 special 
base contract provided for establish- 
ment of bases for those growers who 
could not obtain an equitable base 
under the regular contract. In the 
new program the bases already es- 
tablished will be adjusted to obtain 
more equitable bases as between all 
classes of growers. Downward ad- 
justment in the present base for a 
grower cannot exceed 10 per cent ex- 
cept in case of over- statement. Pro- 
vision is made for some additional 
contracts with tobacco growers who 
could not qualify for equitable allot- 
ments under the 1984-1935 contracts. 

Provision is made for cancellation 
of a producer’s contract if he plants 
less than 50 per cent of his acreage 
allotment for two consecutive years. 
In such cases, the contract will be 
terminated as of the end of the first 
year without affecting the payment 
for that year. A new contract for 
the second year may be entered into 
with the producer with such an ad- 
justment as will result in an acreage 
in line with that to be planted on 
the farm. 

Mr. Hutson said this provision was 
not intended to require planting of 
the full acreage allotment, but rather 
to provide for necessary adjustments 
in cases where growers desired to de- 
crease their plantings of tobacco be- 
cause of changing economic conditions 
or other factors. 

The contract covers four years but 
it may be terminated at the end of

little more than $25,000,000 a 
year. 


That Cuba has been able to 
double and treble its purchases 
from the United States during a 
time of violent économic and gov- 
ernmental upheaval is eloquent tes- 
timony to the soundness of Secre- 
tary Hull’s position that we cannot 
expect to sell to the other nations 
of the world unless we make it pos- 
sible for them to sell to us.

Ireland Explodes. 


Ireland, like some eternally smok- 
ing volcano, has gone into eruption 
again. Belfast is in «a tumult, but 
Dublin and Cork are also tense, and 
the fever is spreading to the rural re- 
gions.

Then suddenly, 
without any warning, a crackling fu- 
sillade burst from the house tops and 
men began to topple over. The sol- 
diers, completely taken by surprise, 
at first replied in a desultory way, 
but in the meantime the mob stormed 
the shops and looted them, smashing 
doors and windows, and setting the 
buildings on fire.

In Georgia Fields

Do you remember a few days back, 
just before I left Georgia, I was 
promising myself that I would find 
some manatees? I have struck their 
trails at last. The first thing I did 
when I got down here at Welaka, 
Fla., was to put out lines of inquiry 
as to where the manatees might be 
found. I learned that they were not 
to be seen in the Manatee river, which 
is somewhere near Bradenton, nor 
were they at Chassohowitzka during 
my all-too-short stay. 

Now, here in east Florida, I have 
reliable word that they frequent the 
wild celery beds in the neighborhood 
of Turkey islands, just up the St. 
John’s river from Welaka. 

That is the beginning of the end. 
Once I can locate the beasts, all we 
will have to do is make plans for 
watching them and observing in detail 
all their habits. No small order in 
itself, but it will be worth all the 
work we can put into it. 

And we were lucky .on this one. 
After one long series of blind trails I 
happen to land here just at the sea- 
son of the year when the sea-cows 
begin to appear in the river. Fisher- 
men tell me that they are to be seen 
around the islands during August, 
so if we can arrange to extend our 
work here for a few weeks—and it 
is likely that we will not be able to 
leave for some time—we will be able 
to get the work started on manatees. 

Ever since seeing pictures of these 
ungainly animals in the old geography 
books 1 have wanted to know more 
about them. All of the available 
works on mammals contained just 
enough information to whet my cuti- 
osity about them. Now I am about 
to start on the long and arduous task 
of getting the inside story of their 
lives and habits. Friends, this is go- 
ing to be fun! 

It will be like studying small ele- 
phants under water. As a matter of 
fact, the sirenians, including all the 
species of manatees and dugongs, are 
supposed to be closely related to the 
elephants, just as the seals are the 
sea-going carnivores, corresponding to 
the lions and tigers in the terrestrial 
and relatively uninteresting worid 
above the waterline. 

Size? These animals have it. They 
are sometimes as much as 12 feet long 
with a gross tonnage that would 
make a fair sized elephant a bit 
bulky at the waistline, if elephants 
have waistlines. And they are vege- 
tarians, which should make them rela- 
tively easy to observe. Imagine 828 
them grazing on wild celery! Did 
say this would be fun? 1 meant it.

Health Talk

The best nose and throat specialists 
are not using diathermy (electro-coag- 
ulation) for removal of tonsils in 
this city, one of them assured a pa- 
tient in a metropolitan community. 
And he explained that the diathermy 
method does not remove all of the 
tonsil, and that it is too “dangerous” 
—he did not explain why it is “dan- 
gerous,” for of course he couldnt 
without risk of being caught at it. 

I don’t want to dig up the patholog- 
ical findings of Dr. Albert S. Welsh, 
as reported in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association and 
quoted here six years ago, but the at- 
titude of many of the self-commended 
“best specialists“ constrains me to do 
so. Dr. Welsh examined a thousand 
tonsils removed in a city dispensary. 
Of the thousand tonsils, 430 revealed 
no evidence of disease. Bits of throat 
muscle were found attached to 139 of 
the tonsils—proof that the “surgical 
operation” gets rather more than the 
tonsil in many cases. Only 70 of the 
thousand tonsils contained true ab- 
scesses or septic foci. 

Nose and throat specialists are too 
fond of talking about “complete” re- 
moval of the tonsils, for the benefit 
of the unsophisticated layman, to 
realize that all physicians and. many 
intelligent laymen today know that 
complete removal of the tonsil is al- 
most ‘never accomplished, no matter 
what method is employed or who em- 
ploys it. 

Moreover, any doctor who has more 
than sophomoric knowledge of path- 
ology knows there is no reason why 
all tonsil tissue should be removed 
from the throat, save in rare cases of 
malignancy. On the contrary, there 
is good reason for leaving some ton- 
sil or adenoid tissue in the throat 
when we are striving to eradicate in- 
fection. The normal tonsil or ade- 
noid tissue probably serves a useful 
purpose in the line of defense against 
subsequent infections. 

The trouble is that the brass spe- 
cialists are not concerned much about 
pathology, but rather with the number 
of operations they «an do. Not all 
nose and throat specialists, but tae 
brass boys; doctors who launch them- 
selves as specialists from the day they 
receive a license to practice; so bright 
that they require no years of experi- 
ence in general practice to fit them 
for their chosen specialty. Brass spe- 
cialism is a swell racket. The A. 
M. A. and the American College of 
Surgeons foster and promote it. The 
brass specialists find easy picking 
among the newly rich and the snobs 
in this country. There are a lot of 
morons in America, you know, and 
they like to be attended exclusively 
by specialists. 

The alleged “dangers” and insuffici- 
encies of diathermy (electro-coagula- 
tion) treatment of infected tonsils are 
hypothetical objections conjured up 
by brass specialists who know nothing 
about the method. 

The mortality of surgical tonsillec- 
tomy in the hands of the best nose 
and throat specialists is scandalous, 
in view of the unassailable record that 
as been achieved by progressive phy- 
sicians who use the diathermy method 
in the treatment of inf tonsils.

HOLLYWOOD 
IN PERSON 


BY MOLLIE MERRICK. 


HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 4.—The 
fourth dimension, the mysterious, the 
intangible, continues to defeat motion 
picture producers. 


Our current attempt at bringing the 
unreal into the very real scope of the 
theater (at least the motion picture 
theater) is Du Maurier’s “Peter Ib- 
betson.” We are having plenty of 
trouble with it. For Hollywood has at 
last discovered that the motion picture 
screen—most flexible of all media—is 
stubborn the moment it tries to in- 
vade the realm of the psychic, is dif- 
ficult the very second producers try 
to go beyond the limits of the prac- 
tical, the understandable, the common- 
place.“ 


I, for one, am bewildered at this. 
It was not always so, I remember 
quite clearly the first picture which 
had a quality of the beyond about it 
- +» A picture called “Earthbound” 
which had Wyndham standing for a 
star and which transcended the limits 
of time and space, of life and death, 
and gave one a glimpse of enternity. 

Tou left the theater after “Earth- 
bound“ — (and this was in the days 
of silents) with the feeling that death 
was only another incident in life: that 
perhaps adventuring began when the 
pages of the life book were finally 
closed and those of the death volume 
at last opened. It was a consoling and 
exquisite impression to carry away— 
it removed the grisly fear of the 
finish of human life; it smoothed the 
way into a comprehension of an al- 
most Buddhistic concept of time and 
space and eternity. 


The second pieture I remember as 
carrying something vital of this na- 
ture was “Outward Bound.” T am 
careful to say “I remember” for my 
readers may warn me, as they often 
do, of many intervening pictures which 
did the same work. But I recall “Ont- 
ward Bound” as a successful venture 
into the beyond. It had Clemence 
Dane’s splendid imagination for its 
origin. It had the truly valuable

he | and Helen Chandler, an ideal choice in 


a story which must go beyond the 
limits of life and death, did nothing 
to destroy the illusion. 


My third great venture in the be- 
yond occurred in the theater. It was 
Leslie Howard again, this time in 
Berkeley Square.” I saw this play 
many times. I saw it chiefly because 
I became eager to know if an actor 
could hold an audience night after 
night by the sheer power of his 
thought. He could ... and did. 


Quite often we went back stage. and 
for at least 15 minutes Leslie How- 
ard seemd to be in a sort of trance 
from which he emerged slowly and 
with a certain sense of shock. I asked 
him about it. He told me that if he 
let go of the thought embodied in the 
play, the audience let go also and he 
lost his hold on the audience—some- 
times for an act, sometimes for an en- 
tire evening. It became vital then, 
that the actor have the strengh to con- 
cenrate on the story of a man hurled 
back through time and Space to an- 
other people and another point of 
view. Much of the success of this play 
was determined by the willingness of 
this actor to sacrifice himself to the 
role. It drained him dry, but he glad- 
ly chipped off bits of his heart and 
soul and flung them out to the u- 
dience in the name of art. 


_ Then they made “Berkeley Square” 
in the movies. And I couldn’t wait to 
see the results. Here, I thought, will 
be the ideal interpretation of this 
story. The flexible camera will pene- 
trate time and space as the rigid stage, 
with its three walls and open front, 
can never do. Here will be illusion 
supreme. But here was complete dis- 

usion. The camera version of this 
story didn’t come up to the stage ver- 
sion. “Berkeley Square” was just an- 
other movie, where it had been a mir- 
acle in the theater. 

Puzzled, I went to Leslie Howard 
for an explanation. It was, when J 
heard it, perfectly understandable. 
Shot in six or seven minute stretches, 
“Berkeley Square” never had the psy- 
chie build-up which it attained in the 
theater.

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GEORGIA WILL SHARE 
IN EROSION PROGRAM 


Five Projects To Cost $842,- 
287; Total for Other 
States Is 27 Million. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—()—A 
$27,500,000 soil erosion program in- 
volving 93 new control projects and 
the continuation of 47 others was an- 
nounced today by the government. 

The complete program was said by 
H. H. Bennett, head of the erosion 
service, to involve work in 42 states. 
The money was allotted from works 
funds by President Roosevelt. 

Bennett said the new demonstration 
areas will average approximately 25,- 
000 acres each and include representa- 
tive farm and grazing lands in various 
sections of each state. Existing demon- 
stration projects were said to range 
from about 40,000 to 16,000,000 acres 
in size, 

The projected program involved the 
application of a complete land use and 
land treatment program designed to 
curb the destruction of soil resources 
by wind and water erosion and min- 
imize flood hazards by controlling 
rainwater run-off. : 

Terracing, ully-checking, strip- 
cropping, = contour culti- 
vation and other effective measures 
of erosion control were to em- 
ployed either singly or in combina- 
tion, depending on the requirements of 
each type of land. 

For Georgia, the program includes 
three new projects in portions of Floyd 
and Polk and Hall, White and Troup 
counties: two existing projects in por- 
tions of Madison, Jackson and Clarke, 
and Marion, Schley and Sumter coun- 
ties. The total allocation for the state

Governor Advocates Non-Debt Law 


To Prevent State Incurring Bills 


Governor Eugene Talmadge yester- 
day advocated writing into the con- 
stitution a law preventing state agen- 
cies from incurring debt. 

The idea was advanced by State 
Auditor Tom Wisdom in making his 
annual report to the Governor of the 
state’s 1934 finances. 

More than $5,000;000 was saved 
the taxpayers during the past three 
years by operation of such a rule 
known as the “grandfather clause.” 
under which the Governor is author- 
ized to scale down appropriations if 
the state's, revenue is not sufficient 
to meet fixed expenses. It was shown 
in the report. 

“It's à good idea—let’s make it a 
constitutional law,” Talmadge com- 
mented. 

The reduction clause first came 
into play in 1982 during the admin- 
istration of Richard B. Russell Jr., 
as governor. Talmadge took it up and | 
has used his “red pencil” freely. 

Because of a dispute over applica- | 
tion of the “grandfather clause“ to 
common school appropriations, and 
contributing controversial issues, the | 
1935 general assembly failed to fix 
appropriations for 1936 and 1937. 
One faction wanted to eliminate the 
clause in the instance of school money. 

“T. would like to see the next legis- 


lature write it into general law, or 
better still, a constitutional amend- 
ment,” said the state’s chief execy- 
tive. 


Talmadge has indicated he will en- 
deavor to run the state the next year | 


without a general appropriation bill, 
but some legislators maintain he has 
not the authority.

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, Aug. 
4.— 0 — Pope Pius, torn between con- 
flicting principles, was represented to- 
day as believing one of them—peace- 
ful colonization—is about to be vio 
lated by Italy’s move on Ethiopia. 

But through that violation the other 
principle—spread of the Catholic re- 
ligion—may be fulfilled. 


Prelates said recent developments in

On the one hand is his love and con- 
cern for the Ethiopians.

Moreover, propagation of the 
Catholic faith has not been rapid in 
Ethiopia. It likely would be more so 
if Italy were to take control. But a 
conflicting principle is that of non- 
resort to force. 


The Osservatore Romano, publica- 
tion of the Vatican, has published an 
editorial in which it says: 

“The colonizing states have always 
had to choose between two methods; 
conquest and negotiation. But the 
choice is never in doubt since one can 
say of colonies what St. Augustine 
said of states— they are founded with 
force.’ 

“After that the language of the Ital- 
ian press is understandable when it 
expects nothing from conciliation or 
arbitration. Italy expects nothing from 
Geneva while her military preparation

Failed Within Year. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—(4)—The 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion today estimated its liability to 
— insured banks at 318,000,000, 


In its first annual report, it put 
deposits in these institutions on which 
it guarantees up to $5,000 a depositor 
at more than 541.000.000.000. 

The corporation said that in the 18 
months ended with June, 22 insured 
banks had failed. The corporations 
liability in the 19 which have been 
liquidated was given as $2,760,000 out 
of $4,088,000 in deposits. 

Leo T. Crowley, chairman, com- 
mented that “this small number of 
bank failures constitutes real evidence 


of the soundness of the bank recon- 
struction program.“ 


For the same year and a half the 
corporation reported the closing of 51 
uninsured banks involving $35,143,000 
in deposits. aS 

The corporation said its income on 
investments, including profit from the 
sale of bonds, came to $9,057,195 in 
the year ended June 30. Its current 
Assets were listed as $333,939,634, of 
which $315,080,009 was invested in 
government securities. 

The report noted that expenses of 
the corporation during the year were 
$2,838,227 and said personel had been 
eut from 2,622 on December 31, 1933, 
to .742 on June 30.

ATHENS, Aug. 4.—(4)—The news- 
paper Anexartitos said today former 
King George, of Greece, disappointed 
at not being able to return to the 
throne under present conditions, 
seeking a reconciliation with former 


Premier Eleutherios Venizelos, now in 


exile under a death sentence. 
George proposes that the leader of 


last March's revolt form a govern- 


ment to replace that of Premier Tsald- 
aris, the newspaper asserted. 

The paper said the former king 
has requested Prince Paul, regent of 
Yugoslavia, to intercede with the gov- 
ernments of Rumania and France on 


behalf of reconciliation. 
Under George’s plan, it was said, 


he would agree: To grant an amnesty 


to all those condemned or accused in 
connection with the revolt; dissolve 
immediately the newly-elected nation- 
al assembly and hold elections to 
parliament on a basis of proportion- 
ate representation: restore ‘officers 
ousted following the collapse of the 
revolt: and, finally. if the liberals 
obtain a majority. George would ask 
Venizelos to form a government. 

These proposals, the paper said. 
have already been communicated to 
Venizelos, who is in France, by Pre- 
mier Laval. Foreign Minister Nich- 
olas Tituleseu, of Rumania, and Pre- 
mier Milan Stoyandinovich, of Yugo- 
slavia.
